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A Medical School for 
Northern 



In July 1999, the Honorable 
Elizabeth Witlnier, Minister of Health 
and Long-Term Care, appointed Dr. 
Robert McKendry as a Fact-Finding 
Commissioner to address issues of 
physician supply and distribution in 
Ontario, Dr. McKendry 's report 
which was recently published, in- 
cludes a range of recommendations 
aimed at correcting issues of under- 
serviced areas. 

Among Dr. McKendry's pro- 
posals is the suggestion that a long- 
term solution to the chronic shortage 
of physicians experienced in rural 
and northern areas could be found in 
the development of a new medical 
school with a mandate to recruit and 
train its students specifically for rural 
and northern practice. The widely 
acknowledged success of existing 
programs offering clinical training 
for family medicine residents, medi- 
cal Corporation and in Thunder Bay 
through the Northwestern Ontario 
Medical Program would make an 
excellent foundation for the develop- 
ment of an undergraduate medical 
program. He recommends that such 
a school could be located in Northern 
. Ontario and could be jointly based at 



Laurent ian and Lakehead universi- 
ties. 

Dr. McKendry *s recommen- 
dations will now be considered by an 
expert panel to be named by Minister 
Wittmer. This panel will have the 
task of considering how the various 
recommendations can be imple- 
mented. Specifically, the panel is 
expected to examine the feasibility of 
establishing a new Medical School in 
Northern Ontario. The panel is ex- 
pected to reach its conclusions by 
July 2000. 

Laurentian University wel- 
comes Dr. McKendry *s recommen- 
dations. The idea of a medical school 
located in the nortI\and serving rural 
and northern needs has long been 
part of the v ision for the development 
of the north. "This is really an excit- 
ing opportunity for Laurentian Uni- 
versity and Northern Ontario," noted 
Dr. Geoffrey Tesson, Executive Di- 
rector of Health Initiatives at Lauren- 
tian University. "We look forward to 
working together with our health part- 
ners in the community and with our 
colleagues at Lakehead University to 
make the strongest possible case to 
the expert panel.** 
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Operation Red Nose A 
Success In Sudbury

Last December, many people 
took advantage of the services of- 
fered by Operation Red Nose, a vol- 
unteer organization committed to the 
reduction of drunk driving during the 
holiday season through the offer of 
assistance in driving vehicles on be- 
half of impaired drivers. With or- 
ganizations across the country, in- 
cluding Sudbury, it is estimated that 
98 000 people took advantage of the 
volunteer services, especially on New 
Year's Eve, when 55 000 volunteers 
were involved. 

Dr. Jean-Marie De Koninck, 
President of Operation Red Nose, 
spoke highly of the statistics. He 
stated, "I believe that most people 
did just what our theme suggested 
this year: They carefully planned 
ahead a way to get home safely at the 
end of their various events. We are 
extremely satisfied and believe that 
our message of awareness in regards 
to impaired driving is bearing fruits. 
We are very happy with the numbers 
of the 1999 campaign, which took 
place in an unusual context for us, 
with the arrival of year 2000." 

Operation Red Nose provides 
a volunteer service to anyone, own- 
ing a vehicle, who wishes to be trans- 
ported from one location to another, 
but feels unable to do so alone. A 
team of three volunteers responds to 
the call. A volunteer driver offers to 
drive the client's vehicle; a navigator 
is designated to accompany the vol- 
unteer driver and ensure the client's 
comfort with the arrangement. The 
client also rides in the vehicle. 

Following behind the client, 
in another vehicle, is a volunteer es- 
cort. The escort drives the other two

volunteers back to headquarters after 
the client has been dropped off. This 
service is confidential and volunteers 
sign a form to ensure it. 

The services are also free. 
However, it is customary to give a 
donation after the ride, in apprecia- 
tion. The donations collected are later 
given to non-profit youth organiza- 
tions. This year. Operation Red Nose 
expects to be able to donate approxi- 
mately one million dollars. 

Operation Red Nose began in 
Quebec in 1984. That year, Dr. De 
Koninck, professor at Laval Univer- 
sity, organized a system of volunteer 
drivers through the swimmers he 
coached. Over the past sixteen years 
has expanded its program into other 
provinces across Canada. In Ontario, 
the number of rides offered increased 
slightly over last year, with 2 362 
reported. 

Sudbury's program was also 
impressive, utilizing 230 volunteers 
and responding to 575 calls. In fact. 



Sudbury's Operation Red Nose 
ranked second in Ontario, eighth in 
Canada. It raised $1 1 000, which it 
donated to the University Swim 
Team. 

The name Operation Red Nose 
was taken from the Canadian Armed 
Forces that annually held exercises in 
mid-February, while stationed in 
Valcartier, Quebec. But it is more 
closely affiliated with Rudolph the 
Red Nosed Reindeer, who guided 
Santa's sleigh when St. Nicholas 
could not. 

The qualities of guidance and 
assistance, conveyed by Rudolph, is 
the essence of Operation Red Nose. It 
encourages drivers to take advantage 
of their services and to always plan 
ahead before a party: make arrange* 
ments for alternate means of getting 
home or, if possible, other places to 
stay the night. With the recent suc- 
cess of the program. Operation Red 
Nose entered the new millennium in 
celebration. 
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Dr. Walter Schwager, Sociol- 
ogy Professor at Laurentian Univer- 
sity, has recently been appointed Di- 
rector of Laurentian International, for 
a period of three years. Laurentian 
International, part of Laurentian I. N. 
C. (Innovation Network Corpora- 
tion), is responsible for the develop- 
ment and management of interna- 
tional activities. These are conducted 
in partnership with the University 
community, national funding agen- 
cies, and foreign institutions and or- 
ganizations. 

As Director for Laurentian 
International, Dr. Schwager will pro- 
vide leadership for Laurentian Inter- 
national, build partnerships with in- 
ternal and external constituents, and 
represent the University at the Inter- 
national level. Laurentian Interna- 
tional will become more fully en- 
gaged in international profile. Dr. 
Schwager will also undertake a re- 
view of current links, such as ex- 
change programs, between Lauren- 
tian University and foreign universi- 



ties, with the intent to strengthen the 
internationalization of the Laurentian 
campus. 

Laurentian International has a 
number of activities currently 
underway. These include recently 
completed projects in developing 
countries such as the "Mineral Sci- 
ences Cooperative Exchange in 
China," launched with a $500,000 
grant from theCanadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA), and 
the "Open Learning: A Canadian- 
Mauritius Link," which received a 
$452,000 grant from CIDA. Among 
ongoing projects, the most extensive 
one is the "Distance Education for 
Western China," a multi-year initia- 
tive launched with a grant of $3.4 
million from CIDA. Laurentian In- 
ternational has also recently received 
CIDA-funding for the development 
of a broadcast documentary on Lau- 
rentian's international activities. Lau- 
rentian International is currently pre- 
paring several project proposals that 
it hopes to pursue in the coming years. 



Since joining Laurentian Uni- 
versity in 1 969, Dr. Walter Schwager 
has specialized in methods of social 
research and applied social research. 
He has also been instrumental in set- 
ting up the program in Native Human 
Services. During his career at Lau- 
rentian, he has served as Chair of the 
Department of Sociology and An- 
thropology in 1 97 1 , Dean of the Fac- 
ulty of Social Sciences from 1971 to 
1978, Acting Dean of the Faculty of 
Social Sciences in 1991-92, as well 
as Academic Director of the 
Universite canadienneen France from 
1 992 to 1 996. He has extensive inter- 
national educational experience, hav- 
ing taught at universities in Canada, 
New Zealand, and the Netheriands. 

Dr. Walter Schwager is fluent 
in English, French, Dutch and Ger- 
man. He obtained his B. A. and M. A. 
in Sociology from the Leyden Uni- 
versity, Netherlands, and his PhD in 
Social Sciences from the Erasmus 
University in Rotterdam, Nether- 
lands.

Mr. Dickson, a professor of

He is 
the co-founder of the Cui- 
sine de Po^sie, a poetry- 
musical -performance 
group that gained a repu- 
tation province- wide. He 
was also a songwriter with 
the musical group C ANO. 
As an actor, Robert 
Dickson was involved in 
the production of docu- 
mentaries and fiction mov- 
ies.

The Great Lakes Campaign

A group of Laurentian profes- 
sors and the Institute of Northern 
Ontario Research and Development 
(INORD), with the assistance of 
Northern Ontarians has launched a 
campaign to recognize the Canadian 
Great Lakes Region as a Worid Her- 
itage Site. They believe that such a 
designation could lead to tourist and 
economic possibilities. 

UNESCO (United Nations 
Educational, Scientific, and Cultural 
Organization), abranch of the United 
Nations, names cultural and natural 
sites around the world. Its intention is 
to "identify, protect, preserve, and 
promote cultural and natural heritage 
sites that are of outstanding value to 
humanity". The Great Lakes Region 
is considered a "Mixed" Site, with 
both natural and cultural significance. 

The Great Lakes are identi- 
fied as the largest freshwater lakes in 
the worid, with unique natural and 
cultural sites, some of which are al- 




ready protected and some are un- 
known to the general public. Loca- 
tions along the north shore, which are 
of particular interest to the Univer- 
sity include: Fort Williams, 
Cummins, Pukaskwa Park, Agawa 
Pictographs, Sault Rapids, Fort St. 
Joseph, Mississaga Delta, 
Seguiandah, Bay Finn, Killarney 
Park, French River, and La Vase Por- 
tage. 

Phase One of the campaign to 
recognize the region as a World Her- 
itage Site is to identify these places. 



The sites also need to be promoted as 
"special educational destinations", 
with the possibility of becoming liv- 
ing museums. 

Members of the task force 
seem optimistic that the project could 
resolve problems of youth unemploy- 
ment, local economic development, 
ecological concerns, and the lack of 
educational opportunities in the 
North. Laurentian University plans 
to lead the initiative through INORD.

New Book for Italian Studies Professor 

Dr. Paul Colilli, professor of Italian Studies at Laurentian Uni- 
versity, recently published The Angel's Corpse. In this book. Dr. Colilli 
studies the complex nature of poetic logic and the fate of the angel. 

In the study. Dr. Colilli explains how people once believed they 
were watched and protected by angels. However, with the advent of 
instrumental rationality, the angel and the mode of thinking called poetic 
logic shared the same fate. 

In the twentieth century, society generally challenges thoughts 
and occurrences that could not be proven by science and technology. In 
The Anger s Corpse, Dr, Colilli states that although we value scientific 
proof, society has become more fascinated with angels. This trend can 
be witnessed in the number of angel-related movies and television 
programs. 

In this book, Dr. Colilli rethinks the concept of angels and the 
philosophical value of poetic logic. He also writes about Sufi philoso- 
phy, Cari Jung and other great thinkers, and touches on modem exam- 
ples, such as Bill Murray's movie Groundhog Day and Jim Carey's 
Truman Show, which illustrate how poetic logic can affect our lives. 

Trained in literary studies, Dr, Paul Colilli \s the author of 
numerous scholarly books and articles. He holds a Ph. D. in Italian 
Studies from the University of Toronto and has been teaching at 
Laurentian for the past 16 years. His areas of research include Renais- 
sance and Modem-to-Contemporary Italian literature and thought.

AN OPEN LETTER TO JEAN WAITERS 



Dear Mr. Walters: 

I am a fourth year student, and 
I am deeply concerned with some of 
the proposed changes and rising tui- 
tion and user fees. Let me point out 
here that I realize that not all of the 
increases and cutbacks, or "restruc- 
turing" is the direct fault of the uni- 
versity. Post- secondary education has 
suffered as a result of the lack of 
funding from the federal level, and 
especially the provincial level. How- 
ever, I do believe that the university 
itself has to accept its share of blame 
in this aspect; as well, the lack of 
funding cannot and should not enable 
the university to totally "cop out" of 
all the "restructuring". 

Keep in mind though that I am 
aware of the improvements made to 
our university such as the road im- 
provement. Infrastructure is impor- 
tant. I am also aware of the various 
technological upgrades proposed 
(which is greatly needed). However, 
my concern lies with issues that the 
university is ignoring, or not taking 
responsibility for. Most of these is- 
sues relate to the needs of individual 
students. 

As a student I have witnessed 
(and paid for) the rising "user" or 
"administrative" fees that have been 
put on the students. It seems that 
every time we need something, we 
have to pay for it. For example, we 
* have to pay to get an "official" tran- 
script from this university, which is 
quite costly when potential employ- 
ers ask for an original, and not a 
photocopy... why doesn't our tuition 
cover the costs of an "official" piece 
of paper that lists our marks? Oh, 
that's right, we have to pay for the 
"official seal" right? This to me, is 
blatant "gouging'* because you know 
that we need this for employment 
opportunities, or for simply our own 
records. 

In addition to this, as I have 
mentioned, I am a graduating stu- 
dent. I have completed my education 
and I am quite proud of myself How- 
ever, what is there lurking in the 
darkness? Another fee! I have to pay 
to receive my diploma? I earned that 
diploma through hard work and pay- 
ing financially for it. Yet, because 
this is essential in obtaining, you slap 
a fee on that too! Is nothing sacred? I 
paid my dues, and my diploma should 
be mine, at no further costs. 

Also, let me address the issue 
of rising tuition fees. I have seen 
tuition rise 30%, and as we all know 
it is slated to increase again? I have 
had good friends, who were hard 
working students who have had to 



drop out of university simply be- 
cause they could no longer finance 
their education. I have participated in 
all the protests against rising tuition. 
Because of this, they are not and will 
not be able to be as competitive in the 
job market. I will continue to protest 
on behalf of my friends who could 
not finish their degrees and for others 
who are fighting very hard just to 
make it through, to make ends meet. 
I don't think you are aware of the 
hard work and long hours many stu- 
dents put in just to better themselves 
and increase their chances of finding 
a good job afterwards. Shame. 

Students are further attacked 
at another level, that of the govern- 
ment. As mentioned, we are given 
less. We are told that in order to be 
"efficient" we must make due with 
less. We are led to believe that we are 
poweriess, that we can't do anything 
about it. Again, another lie, another 
"cop out". The provincial govern- 
ment has announced further cuts and 
tightening of loans, making it harder 
for students to get loans, and forcing 
them to pay it back sooner than they 
may be able to. I ask you, is this fair? 

Despite all of these inequali- 
ties, the issue which has prompted 
me to write is the "restructuring" 
with regards to the harassment of- 
ficer. While previous (and current) 
fee increases have hurt students fi- 
nancially, you are now beginning to 
travel down the slippery slope of hurt- 
ing students on a personal level. This 
is something that we cannot allow to 
happen. 

I have several questions for 
you. First of all, why? Do you not 
think the issue of sexual and other 
forms of harassment are not worthy 
of personal attention? Harassment is 
a very real issue for many students, 
and yes it exists here Mr. Watters. I 
again have friends who have been 
harassed, both men and women, and 
sometimes it has been more than just 
harassment. Quite recently, I heard a 
woman who is being stalked. Secu- 
rity so far, has not been able to do 
anything about it. Is this not impor- 
tant Mr. Watters? Do these people 
not deserve a helping hand when they 
have been made uncomfortable, 
scared, or hurt? 

Now, I understand that Health 
Services and Security will take over 
with the demise of a harassment of- 
ficer on campus. I ask you, will you 
be providing an employee from health 
services with training in this field? 
Can they receive an adequate amount 
of training before this "restructur- 
ing" takes place? I highly doubt it as 



some earn degrees directly around 
this issue. Will they be able to pro- 
vide caring and compassionate 
counseling? Will they know of all the 
avenues for a student who has been 
victimized by harassment? I can't see 
how, feel free to explain it in your 
response. 

Also, health services is already 
a busy place. Will they have the time 
needed to help these students, to ad- 
equately provide for them? A student 
who has experienced harassment can- 
not simply be put through a revolving 
door, and hope that the problem will 
be "fixed". In terms of security, what 
is their role? Many people who expe- 
rience harassment and assault do not 
always wish to "press charges", or 
even report the incident. Does secu- 
rity possess the means to deal with 
harassment? If so, please let us know 
how. ^ 

In conclusion, Mr. Watters, I 
would like to know how you feel 
about this. Is the harassment officer 
an easy target for "restructuring"? I 
believe I am not the only one with this 
concern. The Women's Centre is defi- 
nitely opposed to this. So, on behalf 
of all students, I ask you, don't slash 
a service that is necessary for stu- 
dents, in particular women. In the 
future I would like to ask you to 
consider your financial decisions 
more closely, maybe that $500 that 
was "donated" to the Conservative 
Party could have been spent a little 
more wisely, and maybe, on the stu- 
dents for a change.

So Tve finally decided to get 
a tattoo. Of course this isn*t just a 
decision that you jump into lightly, a 
tattoo is for life. Tve wanted one ever 
since I was a kid though, and I just 
turned twenty-two. Fve also been 
1 i V ing on my own for about five years 
now so I think Tm past that stage 
where I only want one to irritate my 
parents. Tm also a professional artist 
now, and to me, 1 view my skin as a 
blank canvas just begging to be 
painted on. 

I had an idea for one brewing 
for a long time, so I put pen to paper, 
designed one that I liked and that had 
some meaning for me, then asked 
around about a good place to get it 
done. The Canadian Red Dragon 
came highly recommended so I 
booked an appointment, jumped on a 
bus and headed there. 

I walked in the front door, up 
to the front desk, and with a feeling 
not unlike seeing a dentist I told the 
receptionist my name and the time of 
my appointment. I was then led into 
a small room where a young lady 
made a stencil of rny design and pasted 
it to my left shoulder. Then I met 
Laurier Falldien, the owner of the 
establishment and a pretty nice guy 
considering he was about to stab me 
repeatedly in the arm with numerous 
pointy needles. 

Laurier was a clean cut look- 
ing guy in blue jeans and a Canadian 
Red Dragon t-shirt. He has big arms 
with intricate tattoos all over his left 
forearm. He is also a veteran of 
tattoos. **There are no erasers in 
tattoos,'' he tells me. **So you really 
want somebody who knows what 
they're doing." 

Laurier began by apprentic- 
ing at a tattoo studio when he was 
barely a teenager. He worked for 
thirteen years in Sault Ste. Marie and 
used the money to pay for school 
where he took biology. These days 



the Canadian Red Dragon has been 
around for six and a half years and 
Laurier makes a good living by doing 
approximately forty tattoos in any 
given week. Forty tattoos a week, 
fifty-two weeks a year, multiplied by 
twenty years in the business, 
equals.. .um.. .a lot of tattoos. 

As he was getting his equip- 
ment ready I stared around the room 
with grim premonition akin to those 
few moments of anticipation before 
giving blood at the hospital. He bent 
over the stencil with a tool that looked 
like a cross between an old style 
revolver and an airbrush. To my 
surprise it actually hurt very little and 
there was even a sort of masochistic 
appeal to the sensation of being 
stabbed repeatedly by a sharp abject. 
During this time Laurier and I 
struck up the kind of interesting con- 
versation you might have with your 
barber. "It's a shame that you need a 
license to cut hair but anybody can 
legally give a tattoo. Sanitation is 
everything here, it's by far our number 
one priority. There's a set list of 
precautions pertaining to tattoo equip- 
ment issued by the surgeon general, 
but this place goes far beyond those." 
he tells me. 

During our conversation, I 
learned everything from the first tat- 
too ever found on the arm of a man 
found frozen in ice that carbon dated 
back fifteen thousand years ago; to 
the porcupine quill technique, to the 
sailors who would travel to far off 
places and then return home with 
tattoos aiding in popularizing the art. 
*To a great extent, we all have 
to conform ourselves to society. Tat- 
toos are one of the more unique things 
about a person that allows you to be 
different." Laurier goes on to say. 

During all of this time I no- 
ticed that my shoulder bas beginning 
to hurt less and less. "Those are the 
endorphine, yourbody's own natural 
pain killers. There are all kinds of 
chemical reactions happening in your 



body right now." Laurier explains. 

Our conversation continued 
about all kinds of different tattoo 
related topics, but what really stands 
out in my memory were the stories 
revolving around the integrity of the 
business. 

"I won't work on the face or 
on the hands. If some young kid 
comes in wanting to tattoo his girl- 
friends name on his body, I'll refuse 
that too. I once had a guy offer me 
$500 to tattoo 666 on his forehead, a 
job that would have taken me about 
five minutes. I just told him to go 
somewhere else." 

At this point Laureier was al- 
most finished and my shoulder was 
all red and swollen. I asked him 
about his more memorable experi- 
ences in the business. The funniest 
story he told me was about a seven- 
teen year old boy who passed out 
drunk at a "friends" place, who then 
proceeded to tattoo obscenities on his 
body . The boys father brought him in 
and Laureier had to give him a * cover 
up'. A cover up is an extremely 
creative process that clearly demon- 
strates that tattooing is an art form. 
The artist builds on a certain shape or 
pattern offered by the existing tattoo 
and manipulates it into his own vi- 
sion. Something offered by the origi- 
nal shape or colour that suggests an 
image completely alien to the exiting 
one, but an image that begs the artist 
to breathe life into. 

When he had finished, I found 
the entire experience to be very en- 
lightening. The tattoo was exactly 
how I pictured it. A true work of art. 
It cost me eighty dollars and I almost 
asked for a receipt before remember- 
ing the permanent one on my left 
shoulder. Laurier went into another 
room where a teen age giri was wait- 
ing to get her bellybutton 
pierced; while I got back on a bus and 
have spent the last few days wearing 
sleeveless t-shirts. Is it cold in here?

Teaching Excellence 

Award 1999-2000 



To recognize outstanding teaching performance, Laurentian Uni- 
versity has established a Teaching Excellence Award. Full-time faculty 
members who will be eligible for sabbatical leave but not necessarily in the 
year following receipt of the award may be nominated for the Award if 
they: 

* have been successful in one or several areas of teaching for the past five 
years; and 

* have the support of several constituencies, for example, students, peers, 
alumni, and administrators, rather than only a single constituency. 

Criteria 

Although members of the Selection Committee are free to weigh 
different aspects of teaching and different sources of evidence, the 
Teaching Excellence Award is not a mere popularity contest. The 
following criteria will be considered; 

* judged to be outstanding, rather than merely very good; 

* comprehensive knowledge of a subject; 

* preparation for class; 

* effective communication; 

* enthusiasm for subject; 

* ability to stimulate interest in the subject matter; 

* encouragement of student participation; 

* ability to motivate and maintain high standards; 

* fairness in evaluating students; 

* contribution to the acquisition of knowledge by students or to the 
development of their cognitive development; 

* accessibility to students outside of class; 

* having stimulated students to pursue post graduate training. 

Selection Committee 

The selection committee is composed of nine members, one from 
each of the four Academic Faculty Councils, of the four Student Associa- 
tions as well as the Vice-President, Academic who chairs the Committee. 
Committee members must attend all meetings to be eligible to vote. 
Members of the Committee cannot nominate or present a candidate. 
Members should know that all nominations and discussions are confiden- 
tial; as is the name of the winner until announced publicly. 

The mandate of the Committee is also to coordinate the activities sur- 
rounding the announcement of the award and to put forward the winners 
name to national and international competitions. 

Procedures 

* Sponsors must obtain the nominees written consent so as to help 
assemble a complete file; 

* Nominations will be accepted from the Dean of the Faculty to which the 
faculty member belongs or from three (3) other people who could be 
faculty and or students of any department at Laurentian University. Self 
nommations will not be accepted; 

* No standard form of submission is required. It is the sponsors respon- 
sibility to provide sufficient evidence for a five year period from as many 
sources as possible, to demonstrate that outstanding work deserving of 
recognition has been done. A teaching dossier of a least the last two years 
of teaching as well as an updated curriculum vitae and annual reports for 
the last five years must be included; 

* Evidence of outstanding performance includes the following: formal 
questionnaires for student evaluation of teaching, testimonial letters from 
students, alumni, fellow faculty members or administrators, endorsements 
from faculty and or student councils, objective measures of student 
learning, course outlines, methods of evaluating students and any other 
relevant information. It is useful to have testimonials from a variety of 
clientele; 

* The committee will also take into account preparation of new courses, 
correspondence courses and varied learning strategies, such as those 
making use of new technologies; 

* The Award will be bestowed only when evidence of outstanding 
performance is found; 

* Letters of nomination with full supporting documentation should be sent 
to the Office of the Vice-President, Academic before January 20, 2000. 
The dossier must be complete. Documentation will not be accepted after 
this date; 

* The committee will judge only based on the information received. The 
sponsors will be asked to make a five minute presentation; 

* The successful candidate will be honoured at the Spring Convocation; 

* The winner will become eligible again for the Award only after his or her 
sabbatical has been completed. 

Award 

* The award will normally be in the form of a top-up of the sabbatical leave 
stipend to a maximum of 100%. 
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Each day at 12: 15pm in the Round Chapel at the University of 
Sudbury, a few students, faculty and staff gather to hear the Wortd of 
God and celebrate the Eucharist.

I've never had to live through 
anything that would be considered a "natural disaster." I mean, of 
course I've made it safely through the massive snowstorms we've had 
in this area.

But, never have I had 
to cope with the fury of some huge force of nature. I've been lucky for 
sure.

I mean, I've seen all the movies - Twister, Volcano, Dante's 
Peak, Armageddon....you name it. The fury ofnature can be intense and 
deadly. If, at the turn of the century, we were bombarded with a plethora 
of natural disasters, how many of us would have been prepared to 
handle all the problems that would occur? Stumbling drunk and 
engrossed in celebrations, would we be able to handle the situation? I 
don't know. 

So, peruse the articles and look at all the forces from which we 
were spared. There are articles on the sheer fury of the disasters and 
articles on how to cope with them. So, read...and be prepared. Because, 
you never know. 




Tnunder Sto: 



Three basic ingredients are 
needed to make a thunderstorm. The 
basic fuel is moisture (water vapor) in 
the lowest levels of the atmosphere. 
The air above the lowest levels has to 
cool off rapidly with height, so that 2- 
3 miles above the ground, it is very 
cold. Finally, we need something in 
the atmosphere to push that moist air 
from near the ground up to where the 
air around it is cold. This '^something" 
could be a cold front or the boundary 
between where the cold air from one 
thunderstorm meets the air outside of 
the storm (called an outflow bound- 
ary) or anything else that forces the air 
at the ground together. When that 
happens the moist air is pushed up. 
What happens to a blob of moist air as 
it rises? It cools off and after a while, 
some of the water vapor turns into 
liquid drops (that we see as clouds). 
That warms up the rest of the air in the 
blob so that it doesn't cool off as fast 
as it would if the air was dry. When 
that blob of air gets to the part of the 
atmosphere where it is very cold, it 
will be warmer and less dense than the 
air around it. Since it is less dense, it 
will start to rise faster without being 
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pushed, just like a balloon filled with 
helium does. Then more water vapor 
turns into liquid in the blob and the 
blob warms up more and rises even 
faster until all of water vapor is gone 
and the blob eventually reaches apart 
of the atmosphere where it isn't 
warmer than the environment (typi- 
cally 5-10 miles). 

Thunderstorms are detected 
with a variety of tools. Radars let us 
see where rain and hail are located in 
the storm. Doppler radars also let us 
see how the wind is blowing within 
and near the storm. Some features of 
thunderstorms, such as the anvil that 
spreads out at the top of the storm, 
can be seen from satellites. 

Many hazardous weather 
events are associated with thunder- 
storms. Fortunately, the area affected 
by any one of them is fairly small 
and, most of the time, the damage is 
fairly light. Lightning is responsible 
for many fires around the world each 
year, as well as causing deaths when 
people are struck. Under the right 
conditions, rainfall from thunder- 
storms causes flash flooding, which 
can change small creeks into raging 
torrents in a matter of minutes, wash- 
ing away large boulders and most 
man-made structures. Hail up to the 
size of softballs damages cars and 
windows, and kills wildlife caught 
out in the open. Strong (up to more 
than 120 mph) straight-line winds 




associated with thunderstorms knock 
down trees and power lines. In one 
storm in Canada in 1991, an area of 
forest approximately 10 miles wide 
and 50 miles long was blown down. 
Tornados (with winds up to about 300 
mph) can destroy all but the best-built 
man-made structures. 

Conditions in the atmosphere 
change a lot over a small distance in 
the vicinity of thunderstorms. Where 
the rain is falling, the pressure goes up 
by a few millibars (about 0,1 inches of 
mercury). This is because as the rain 
falls, some of it evaporates, which 
makes the air cooler and heavier. An- 
other process is going on, however, 
that makes the picture complicated. 
As the air goes up in the thunder- 
storms updraft, it creates an area of 
low pressure under the updraft that 
acts to pull air in firom around the 
thunderstorm. This low pressure re- 
gion is also typically a few millibars 
lower than the environment of the 
storm. At the top of the storm the 
pressure is high compared to places 
far away from the storm and air is 
blown out. 



A Volcano is a vent in the 
earth through which hot gases and 
molten rock rise to the surface. A 
coneshaped mountain of erupted ma- 
terial around such a vent is also called 
a volcano. The name is taken from 
Vulcano, an island north of Sicily in 
the Mediterranean Sea. The island 
was given its name by the ancient 
Romans because it spewed smokelike 
vapor, and was thought to be the home 
of Vulcan, their god of fire. 

A Volcano consists of a fis- 
sure in the earth's crust, above which 
a cone of volcanic material has accu- 
mulated. At the top of the cone is a

bowl-shaped vent called a crater. Tlie 
cone is formed by the deposition of 
molten or solid matter that flows or is 
ejected through the vent from the 
interior of the earth. The study of 
volcanoes and volcanic phenomena 
is called volcanology. Most volca- 
noes are composite landforms built 
up partly of lava flows and partly of 
fragmental materials. Italy's Mount 
Etna, in Sicily is an example of a 
composite cone. In successive erup- 
tions, the solid materials fall around 
the vent on the slopes of the cone, 
while lava streams issue from the 
vent and from fissures on the flanks 



of the cone. Thus, the cone is built up 
of layers of fragmental materials and 
flows of lava, all inclined outward 
away from the vent. Some enormous, 
cratedike basins, called calderas, at 
the top of long-dormant or extinct 
volcanoes, are eventually occupied 
by deep lakes, such as Crater Lake in 
Oregon. Some calderas are the result 
of cataclysmic explosions that destroy 
the erupting volcano. Others form 
when the subterranean magma cham- 
ber, emptied by repeated eruptions, 
can no longer support the weight of 
die volcanic pile above it. Therefore it 
collapses. 
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Tornadoes 




Tornadoes come from the en- 
ergy released in a thunderstorm. As 
powerful as they are, tornadoes account 
for only a tiny fraction of the energy in 
a thunderstorm. What makes them dan- 
gerous is that their energy is concen- 
trated in a small area, perhaps only a 
hundred yards across. Not all tornadoes 
are the same, of course, and science 

does not yet completely understand how part of a thunderstorm's energy 
sometimes gets focused into something as small as a tornado. 

Whenever and wherever conditions are right, tornadoes are possi- 
ble, but they are most common in the central plains of North America, east 
of the Rocky Mountains and west of the Appalachian Mountains. They 
occur mostly during the spring and summer, the tornado season comes 
early in the south and later in the north because spring comes later in the 
year as one moves northward. They usually occur during the late afternoon 
and early evening. However, they have been known to occur in every state 
in the United States, on any day of the year, and at any hour. They also occur 
in many other parts of the world, including Australia, Europe, Africa, Asia, 
and South America. 

The damage from tornadoes comes from the strong winds they 
contain. It is generally believed that tomadic wind speeds can be as high as 
300 mph in the most violent tornadoes. Wind speeds that high can cause 
automobiles to become airborne, rip ordinary homes to shreds, and turn 
broken glass and other debris into lethal missiles. The biggest threat to 
living creatures (including humans) from tornadoes is from flying debris 
and from being tossed about in the wind. It used to be believed that the low 
pressure in a tornado contributed to the damage by making buildings 
"explode** but this is no longer believed to be true. 

Today, the development of Doppler radar has made it possible, 
under certain circumstances, to detect a tornado's winds with a radar. 
However, human beings remain an important part of the system to detect 
tornadoes, because not all tornadoes occur in situations where the radar can 
"see" them. Ordinary citizen volunteers make up what is called the 
SKYWARN (www.skywam.org) network of storm spotters, who work 
with their local communities to watch out for approaching tornadoes, so 
that those communities can take appropriate action in the event of a 
tornado. Spotter information is relayed to the National Weather Service, 
which operates the Doppler radars and which issues warnings (usually 
relayed to the public by radio and TV) for communities ahead of the storms, 
using all the information they can obtain from weather maps, modem 
weather radars, storm spotters, monitoring power line breaks, and so on. 
Yes, but only to a limited extent. Although the process by which 
tomadoes form is not completely understood, scientific research has 
revealed that tornadoes usually form under certain types of atmospheric 
conditions. Those conditions can be predicted, but not perfectly. When 
forecasters see those conditions, they can predict that tomadoes are likely 
to occur. However, it is not yet possible to predict in advance exactly when 
and where they will develop, how strong they will be, or precisely what path 
they will follow. There are some ^'surprises'* every year, when tomadoes 
fonm in situations that do not look like the right conditions in advance, but 
these are becoming less frequent. Once a tomado is formed and has been 
detected, warnings can be issued based on the path of the storm producing 
the tomado, but even these cannot be perfectly precise about who will or 
will not be struck. 

The answer to this depends on what is being measured ... the easiest 
way to answer this is by the size of the damage path. Also, it is important 
to note that the "average" can be misleading, since most tomadoes are small 
... a simple average puts too much emphasis on the infrequent large events. 
A way around this is to use what is called the "median** to represent what 
is typical. The typical tomado damage path is about one or two miles, with 
a width of about 50 yards. The largest tomado path widths can exceed one 
mile, and the smallest widths can be less than 10 yards. Widths can vary 
considerably during a single tomado, because the size of the tomado can 
change considerably during its lifetime. Path lengths can vary from what 
is basically a single point to more than 100 miles. Note that tomado 
intensity (the peak windspecds) is not necessarily related to the tomado size 
... bigger is not necessarily stronger! 

The definition of a tomado means that the vortex of rapidly rotating 
air must be in contact with the ground. This means that to be a tomado, the 
swirling winds must be at the surface, capable of doing damage. If you see 
debris (dust and other objects swiriing in the winds), it is definitely a 
tomado, even if there is no visible funnel cloud. If you can't see debris with 
a funnel cloud, then it might be a tomado but you can not be certain that it 
is (or is not). A tomado can move over a surface with few objects to be 
picked up and swirled about, or you may not be able to see all the way to 
the surface beneath a funnel cloud because of intervening hills, trees, or 

buildings. All funnel 
clouds should be u-eated 
as if they are tomadoes, 
unless you can be certain 
that they will not touch 
down. ..and being certain 
about such things is diffi- 
cult. Even if the funnel is 
not in contact with the 
surface when you first see 
it, that situation can 
change quite rapidly! 




The Fury of the Irjwi^icM^^ 



Hurricanes are characterized 
by huge tropical cyclones that origi- 
nate over oceans near the equator. 
Hurricanes are one of natures many 
destructive forces. The word comes 
from West Indian; huracan ("big 
wind"). Hurricanes are seasonal 
storms and are most prevalent in 
August and September. They develop 
from easteriy waves, which can later 
develop into a tropical depression 
with winds up to 3 1 miles per hour. 
Later, it might develop into a tropical 
storm with winds up to 73 miles per 
hour, and eventually a hurricane^. 
Thunderstorms often form with hur- 
ricanes and then produce waterspouts. 

Hurricanes are huge tropical 
cyclones that originate over oceans 
near the equator, such as the Carib- 
bean Sea and the Gulf of Mexico. 
Usually they follow a parabola shaped 
path and sometimes do not reach any 
land at all. However, if they do reach 
land, destmction of property is immi- 
nent. Winds whirl in a counter clock- 
wise direction in the northern hemi- 
sphere and clockwise in the southern 
hemisphere. Wind speeds of a hurri- 
cane range from seventy to one hun- 
dred fifty miles per hour. These winds 
blow circularly around a low-pres- 
sure center known as the eye of the 
storm. Hurricanes cause numerous 
deaths in addition to millions of dol- 
lars of property damage each year 
due to the intense winds and huge 
tidal surges. 

One of the most destmctive 
elements of a hurricane is the huge 
waves that are formed because of the 
strong winds and heavy rains. These 
waves called a storm surge can rise 
several feet above water levels, espe- 
cially during high tide. The worst 
hurricane in the United States was 
the one during 1 900 in Galveston 
Texas, where a hurricane swept a 
fifteen foot wall of water out of the 
Gulf of Mexico and into the city, 
washing away and killing six thou-

sand people. About 90 percent of 
deaths during a hurricane are caused 
by drowning. Another devastating 
outcome of a hurricane is the 
mudslides that can follow. These are 
caused by the heavy rains and exten- 
sive deforestation in some areas. A 
good example of this was during the 
month of July 1998, when a huge 
mudslide that followed a stonm in a 
little Himalayan village in India, 
killed hundreds of people. 

How Hurricanes are Formed 

\ Hurricanes develop from belts 

of low pressure called easterly waves. 
These regions of low pressure occur 
in ocean winds called trade winds. 
On certain occasions, the easteriy 
waves form into tropical depressions, 
which are characterized by a group of 
thunderstorms with cyclonic winds 
of up to thirty one miles per hour. The 
next stage in development is a tropi- 
cal st6hn,' with winds of up to seventy 
three miles per hour. Any wind speed 
higher than that and it is a hurricane. 
The^ fuel that powers hurri- 
canes is derived from latent heat from 
the condensing of water vapor. Thun- 
derstorms can produce up to ten inches 
of rain per day, and thus produce an 



incredible amount of energy, up to 24 
X \Onn kilowatt hours per day on 
average. This is the equivalent of 
how much power most industrialized 
nations use in one year (such as the 
United States). Winds swirl around 
the eye, the calm center of the hurri- 
cane. The eye has a diameter of about 
twenty miles across and has very few 
winds or clouds. Surrounding the eye 
are storm clouds called wall clouds. 
It is within these clouds that the heavi- 
est rains and strongest winds occur. 
These wind speeds are kept up by the 
differences in horizontal pressure 
between the eye and outer regions of 
the storm. 

Initially, when a hurricane 
forms, its forward movement is very 
slow (fifteen miles per hour), but as it 
gets farther away from the equator, 
its speed increases up to sixty miles 
per hour in middle latitudes. But in 
addition to gaining speed as it moves 
away from the equator, it also begins 
todie. Eventually it loses its source of 
power as it passes over land and gets 
ripped apart by friction. Hurricanes 
usually only last between five and ten 
days.

Drought is a period or condition of unusually dry weather within 
a geographic area where rainfall is normally present. During a drought 
there is a lack of precipitation. Droughts occur in all climatic zones. 
However, its characteristics vary significantly from one region to 
another. 

Drought usually results in a water shortage that seriously inter- 
feres with human activity. Water-supply reservoirs empty, wells dry up, 
and crop damage ensues. Its seriousness depends on the degree of the 
water shortage, size of area affected, and the duration and warmth of the 
dry period. In many underdeveloped 

countries, such as India, people place a great demand on water supply. 
During a drought period there is a lack of water, and thus many of the 
poor die. 

Most precipitation depends on water vapor carried by winds from 
an ocean or other source of moisture. If these moisture-carrying winds 
are replaced by winds from a dry region, or if they are modified by 
downward motion, as in the center of an anticyclone, the weather is 
abnormally dry and often persistently cloudless. If the drought period is 
short, it is known as a dry spell. A dry spell is usually more than 1 4 days 
without precipitation, whereas a severe drought may last for years. 

Statistics indicate that every 22 years a major drought occurs in 
the United States, most seriously affecting the mid western states. The 
drought of 1 933-35, during which large areas of the Great Plains became 
known as the Dust Bowl, is an example of a disastrous drought that took 
place in the United Staes. The effect of the drought was brought about 
by overcropping, overpopulation, and lack of relief measures. 

Although drought cannot be reliably predicted, certain precau- 
tions can be taken in drought-risk areas. These include construction of 
reservoirs to hold emergency water supplies, education to avoid 
overcropping and overgrazing, and programs to limit settlement in 
drought-prone areas. The Southern Africa 

Development Community monitors the crop and food situation in the 
region and alerts the people during periods of crisis. 

Effects of Drought 

Drought produces a large number of impacts that affect the 
social, environmental, and economical standard of living. Its affects 
spread far beyond the physical effects of drought itself. Water is integral 
to produce goods and provide certain services. Some direct impacts of 
drought are reduced crop, rangeland, and forest productivity; reduced 
water levels; increased fire hazard; increased livestock and wildlife 
death rates; and damage to wildlife and fish habitat. A reduction in crop 
productivity usually results in less income for farmers, increased prices 
of food, unemployment, and migration. 

The many effects of drought can be listed as economic, environ- 
mental, or social. However, not all impacts of drought are negative. 
Fortunate agricultural producers located outside the drought area benefit 
by selling their goods at higher prices. 

Drought is also associated with increases in insect infestations, 
plant disease, and wind erosion. Droughts may cause problems with 
msects and diseases to forests. Forest fires increase dramatically during 
periods of droughts. 

Farmers are not thebnly ones who suffer from droughts. Retailers 
who provide goods and services to farmers must deal with reduced 
business. This later leads to unemployment and loss of tax revenue for 
the government. The recreational and tourism industries are seriously 
damaged because tourists do not want to travel to a country that is 
suffering from a severe water shortage. Shortages of certain goods 
results in the costly importation of necessary goods from outside the 
affected area. 

Env ironmental losses are caused by damages to plant and animal 
species. Wildlife habitat, and air and water quality are usually damaged 
due to a lack of water and an increase in forest and range fires. Most of 
the effects of drought arc short-term, and as the drought comes to an end 
many problems are solved. However, many other environmental effects 
hinder the area for long periods after the drought is over. For example, 
wildlife habitat may be ruined through the loss of wetlands, lakes, and 
vegetation. Some species of animals may be wiped out from the area as 
well. 

Other drought-related impacts include social impacts. Social 
impacts include health, public safety, conflicts between water users, and 
reduced quality of life. During droughts many people migrate to areas 
outside the drought-affected location. When this happens, the area loses 
a great deal of its population, and thus the area has less financial support. 
Between 1 950 and 1 980 the drought of Brazil had a loss of 5.5 million 
people. This continues to be a significant problem in the economic 
development of Brazil.

An earthquake is a shaking of the ground caused by the sudden dislocation of material within the earth*s 
outer layer, or crust. When forces pushing on a mass of rock overcome the friction holding the rock in place and 
blocks of rock slip against each other an earthquake may occur. Some earthquakes are so slight, and some occur 
in such remote areas, that they are barely felt. Others are so violent that they cause extensive damage. 

Causes of Earthquakes 

Earthquakes are caused by stresses below the earth's outer surface. These stresses usually build up until 
die rocks fracture along a "fault plane." This causes vibrations, also known as seismic waves. Seismic waves will 
then travel in all directions from the area of fracture. In large earthquakes seismic waves may be detected over 
the entire earth. 

Earthquakes can be caused by volcanoes in certain cases. Nuclear explosions under the ground can create 
waves that are very similar to natural seismic waves. The seismic energy created in a atomic bomb is one hundred- 
thousandth that of the largest earthquake. 

Intensity of EarthQuakes 

The intensity of an earthquake becomes weaker outward from the epicenter. However, various types of 
ground respond differently to earthquake vibrations. Buildings on filled ground are damaged more than structures 
built on solid rock even though both may be at the same distance from the epicenter. 

The magnitude of a particular earthquake is a single number which does not vary from place to place. 
Magnitude is the total energy released by an earthquake at its focus. Earthquakes of large magnitude are stronger 
and generally more destructive than those of small magnitude. The amount of destruction depends not only on the 
magnitude but on the kind of ground and types of buildings thereon, and on the location of the focus in relation 
to heavily populated areas. 

Large earthquakes are succeeded by many aftershocks, which may persist for days or weeks. The first shock 
is the most damaging. However, sometimes an aftershock may be even more powerful than the original shock. 

The intensity of an earthquake is measured in terms of its geological effects and the overall damage it brings. 
There are two major scales in which earthquakes are measured. These two scales are the Mercalli Scale and the 
Richter Scale. 

MercalK Scale 

The Mercalli scale w^ introd^iced at Ike turn of the 2Dtb century by the Italian seismologist Giuseppe 
Mercalli. This scale measures the intensity of shaking with ntmibeis from I to XII. Intensity I on this scale is 
defmed as an event felt by very few people, whereas intensity XII is assigned to a catastrophic event that causei 
total destruction. Evente of intensities II to III are roughly equivalent to quakes of magnitude 3 to 4 on the 
Richter scale, and XI to XH on the Mercalli scale correspond with magnitudes 8 to 9 on the Richter scale.

Richter Scale 

The Richter scale was named after the American seismologist Charles Francis Richter. This scale 
measures the motion of the land surface 60 mi from the epicenter, or focus, of the earthquake. An estimated 
800 quakes of magnitudes 5 to 6 occur worldwide each year. About 50»000 quakes of magnitudes 3 to 4 occtir 
each year, and only about one of magnitude 8 to 9 each year.

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Blizzards are severe 
winterstorms that pack a combina- 
tion of blowing snow and wind re- 
sulting in very low visibilities. While 
heavy snowfalls and severe cold of- 
ten accompany blizzards, they are 
not required. Sometimes strong winds 
pick up snow that has already fallen, 
creating a blizzard. Officially, the 
National Weather Service defines a 
blizzard as large amounts of falling 
OR blowing snow with winds in ex- 
cess of 35 mph and visiblities of less 
than 1/4 of a mile for an extended 
period of time (greater than 3 hours). 
When these conditions are expected, 
the National Weather Service may 
issue a "Blizzard Warning". When a 
less severe, but still dangerous, 
winterstorm is expected a 
"Winterstorm Watch" or 
**Winterstorm Warning" may be is- 
sued. A "Winterstorm Watch" is is- 
sued in advance and means that there 
is the possibility of a winterstorm 
affecting your area. Keep alert and 
stay tuned to TV, radio, and other 
sources of weather information. A 



Blizzards 



"Winterstorm Warning" means a 
winterstorm is imminent or already 
occurring. Plan and prepare now for 
severe winter weather. 

Blizzards can create a variety 
of dangerous conditions. Traveling 
by automobile can become difficult 
or even impossible due to "whiteout" 
conditions and drifting snow. If you 
must drive in a blizzard, be prepared! 
Make sure your automobile is prop- 
erly equipped and that you have emer- 
gency supplies in case you become 
stranded or lost. The Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency (FEMA) 
has compiled a fact sheet on winter 
driving to help people prepare. 

The strong winds and cold 
temperatures accompanying bliz- 
zards can combine to create another 
danger. The wind chill factor is the 
amount of cooling one "feels" due to 
the combination of wind and tem- 
perature. For instance, a strong wind 
combined with a temperature of just 
below freezing can have the same 
effect as a still air temperature about 
35 degrees colder. A wind chill chart 
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may be used to estimate the wind 
chill factor. 

Exposure to low wind chill 
values can result in frostbite or hypo- 
thermia. Frostbite is a severe reaction 
to cold exposure that can permanently 
damage its victims. A loss of feeling 
and a white or pale appearance in 
fingers, toes, or nose and ear lobes 
are symptoms of frosbite. Hypother- 
mia is a condition brought on when 
the body temperature drops danger- 
ously low. Symptoms of hypother- 
mia include uncontrollable shiver- 
ing, slow speech, memory lapses, 
frequent stumbling, drowsiness, and 
exhaustion. Both hypothermia and 
frostbite require immediate medical 
assistance! However, low wind chill 
values shouldn*t keep you from go- 
ing outside, but encourage you be 
informed and dress properly. 

Blizzards also can cause a 
variety of other problems. Power 
outages can occur due to strong winds 
and heavy snow. Pipes can freeze and 
regular fuel sources may be cut off. 
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Even today the phenomenon 
of lightning is still not fully under- 
stood. It is awesome and frightening 
to many and because of the mystery 
that surrounds it, several cultures have 
developed different beliefs about it. 
Some African cultures 
believe that when some- 
one is hit by lightning 
that he/she was cursed 
even before the event. 
The Romans and 
Greeks believed that the 
gods were fighting and 
this was one of their 
weapons. Lightning 
kills and injures many 
people, starts thousands 
of forest fires, and causes millions of 
dollars in property damage every year. 
Lightning is characterized by 
the discharge of electricity between 
rain clouds or between a rain cloud 
and the earth. It is usually seen as an 
arc of extremely bright light which 
can be many kilometers in length, 
however, there are other forms as 
well. Accompanying the lightning is 
the giant roar of thunder. The thunder 
is caused by the expansion of air that 
has been heated by the lightning which 
then collides with cooler air, creating 
the sound of an explosion. Thunder- 
storms are the most common types of 
storms, and thunder itself, although 
frightening, is not dangerous. It is the 
lightning that causes die problems. 
Lightning and thunder occur together, 
however we hear the thunder after we 
see the lightning. Sound waves travel 
about one mile in five seconds, while 
light travels at more than 186,000 
miles per second. Therefore, light- 
ning is seen immediately when it 
occurs, and thunder is heard a little 
later. The different sounds of thunder 
(deep roar/loud crash) is caused by 
the different types of lightning, for 
example, the thunder that has the 
sharp crackle like sound is caused 
when the large trunk of lightning 
forks into many branches. 




How Lightning is Formed 

Before lightning is formed, 
the cumulonimbus cloud of thunder- 
storms must become electrically 
charged. In most rain clouds, the bot- 
tom of the cloud is negatively charged 
and the top is positively charged. It is 
not known how the cloud becomes 
charged, but scientists have formed 
numerous theories to try to explain 
this phenomenon. These theories have 
been divided into two main catego- 
ries: those that require ice and those 
that do not. However, meteorologists 
are leaning toward the theory that 
requires ice because lightning is not 
often seen unless ice has formed in 
the upper layers of the rain cloud. 

Theories 

The first theory describes how 
ice gains a negative charge while 
frozen and unfrozen water keeps its 
positive charge. Another theory 
shows how when large droplets fall 
swiftly, they gain a negative charge, 
while slowly falling water gains a 
positive charge. 

Theories that do not require 
ice gives the explanation that the cloud 
gets its charge by attracting negative 
charges from the ionosphere. These 



negative charges 
are pushed to the 
base of the cloud 
by strong 

downdrafts, while 
the positive parti- 
cles are pushed 
upwards by warm 
air within the rain 
cloud. 



Strokes 

Eventually the negative 
charge of the base of the cloud gives 
the earth a positive charge. When the 
electrical potential reaches approxi- 
mately ten thousand volts per 
centimeter, ionization occurs along a 
narrow path and the result is a flash of 
lightning. The negative particles de- 
scend from the base of the cloud to 
the ground. However, most lightning 
flashes are not a single event, but 
rather numerous strokes followed by 
a leader stroke. There can be up to 42 
strokes to a lightning bolt. The time 
between successive strokes is 0.02 
seconds. The average bolt lasts only 
one fourth of a second. 

Common Misconceptions about 
Lightning 

There are many myths and 
misconceptions about lightning and 
some of them are very dangerous. 
The old expression that lightning 
never strikes twice in the same place 
is not true. Indeed it has been shown 
that some' very tall buildings have 
been struck several times in the same 
storm. Also, many people, especially 
children, think that during a thunder- 
storm it is better to seek shelter under 
tall trees. This in fact is very danger- 
ous, for tall trees are more likely to 
get struck by lightning. Yet another 
erroneous belief is that a clap of thun- 
der always occurs after a bolt of light- 
ning. In fact, many thunderclaps are 
never heard due to their distance from 
the observer. 



The Big Freeze 
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Getting Prepared: 

-Ensure your house is well-insulated, especially the loft. Insulate pipes to 

prevent freezing and insulate the hot water heater to prevent heat loss. 

Don't continue loft insulation under a cold water cistern; the small amount 

of heat beneath it may keep it from freezing. 

-Check for drafts afouijd exterior doors and windows. A heavy curtain 

over the front door can make halls warmer. Plastic sheeting taped over 

windows is a aimpje, cheap alternative to double glazing. 

-Service central heating; it has a habit of going wrong when it's most 

needed. 

-Kitchen foil, fixed shiny side out on walls behind radiators, will reflect 

heat. 

-Check electrical wires are in good working order. Many winter deaths are 

caused through occasionally used electrical wires which prove to be 

-Electric blanket should be serviced annually. - *- ^^"' ' 

-If you have an unused fireplace, get it cleaned and unblocked and stock 
up on fuel. It could prove a last resort heat source when nothing else is 
available. 

-Check emergency kit and supplies. A camp stove could be vital, espe- 
cially if you have an electric heater or oven. 

-Food is fuel for the body. Ensure you have enough supplies for at least 
three days, but resist the temptation to stockpile. You don't really need 1 5 
loaves of bread to see you through a winter emergency in a town or city 
and you could cause hardship for other people. 
-Make sure you have enough winter clothing. 
During Bad Weather: 

-Listen to radio/TV for weather reports and emergency information. Call 

social services if you heed help for yourself or a relative living alone. 

-Have emergency supplies at hand in case of power failure. 

-Live in one roorh if you can't keep the whole house heated. 

-Do not block all ventilation; avoid build-up of potentially toxic fumes 

from fires and heater. 

-Drink pleny of hot drinks to make you feel warmer. 

-If your pipes freeze, shut off water at the mains and turn on all taps to drain 

the system in case of burst pif)es. Drain water into containers to ensure an 

adequate supply. 

If there is power failure, do not open freezer. A closed freezer should stay 

frozen for up to 48 -hours. 

-If central heating does fail, turn it off as a safety measure. . 

If You Must Go Outside: 

Dress accordingly. Several thin layers are warmer than one thick layer. 

Mittens are warmer than gloves, and hats will prevent heat loss. Frostbite 

and hypothermia are serious hazards. 

-Avoid over-exertion. The combination of excessive physical activity and 

cold can KILL; 

-Do not drink alcohol. It lowers the body temperature. 

-Do not dry wet clothes on or too close to heaters as it's a major fire risk. 

Winter Storm Survival 

Severe winter storms with high winds and drifting snow often occur with 
little warning. Follow these instructions: 

-Recognize current weather conditions and obtain forecasts. 

-Be prepared for isolation at home with necessary survival items. 

-Use lights for heat if the furnace goes out. Don't use gas stoves. 

-Prevent fire hazards due to overheated wood or oil burning stoves, 

fireplaces, or electric heaters. 

-Stay indoors. Overexertion such as snow shoveling is a major cause of 

winter storm deaths. 

-Dress in warm layers of clothes. 

-Travel only if necessary, and then only in daylight on major roads. 

-Do not travel alone. Let someone know your destination and schedule. 

-Travel in a convoy with another vehicle if possible. 

If you are caught in a vehicle: 

-Do not panic. 

-Do not leave the vehicle unless help is in sight. 

-If stuck insrtow, remain in car and run motor for 1 minutes of every hour 

for heat. 

-Ensure proper ventilation while running the engine. 

-Signal trouble by raising the hood, tying a cloth on the antenna, or turning 

on the fiashers. 

-Wear many layers of clothing to protect from the cold. 

-Don't bum anything in the vehicle. 

-Carry winter survival items: blanket, sleeping bags, flashlight, batteries, 

first aid kit,knife, high calorie/nonperishables food, extra clothing, large 

empty can with plastic cover and tissues, drinking water, sack of sand, 

shovel, windshield scraper and brush, tool kit tow rope, andboostercables. 

-Keep a full tank of gas. 

-Don't travel alone and let someone know about your route and timetable. 

-Avoid overexertion and exposure. ^ ^f J V ' 

-Keep fresh air in your car. W 

-Exercise by clapping hands and moving arms and legs vigorously from 

time to time, and do not stay in one position for long. 

-Turn on the dome light at night to make the vehicle visible to work crews. 

-Keep watch. Do not permit all occupants of the car to sleep at once. J

Metallica - S<SM 

It is that time of year again. 
Every year since 1 started review- 
ing music for Lambda Metatlica 
has come out with an album that 
blows all the other CDs I review out 
of the water.

J* This is a terrible review. So 

terrible, in fact, that I've had to cut 
out all the bad parts to make it shorter. 
So short, that this is actually the end 
of the review. Go home. This is the 
end. I mean it. No, really, buzz off. 
If this seems like an odd way 
to start off a movie review, then just 
imagine how bizarre it would seem 
as the opening scene of a movie. It 
would then come as no surprise to 
fans of the late comic Andy Kaufman 
J that this is exactly how Man On the 
, Moon, a biopic on Kaufman, kicks 
off: Kaufman (Jim Carrey), tells the 
viewer that the movie has been cut, 
and then tries to convince you that 
it's over. Considering the totally off- 
the-wall, way-out there style that so 
possessed every aspect of Kaufman ' s 
life, this is an absolutely perfect open- 
ing to a near- perfect testament to a 
man who pushed the envelope of 
what people could consider comedy. 
Andy Kaufman was a comic 
not like other comics, and Man On 
the Moon adequately reflects that. 
Constantly testing the boundaries of 
people's expectations, he played prac- 
tical joke after practical joke on the 
world, to the point where people 
couldn't really tell if something he 
was doing was real or just another 
Kaufman setup. As Robin Williams 
once said, "Andy was the only guy 
who could make you laugh and piss 
you off at the same time'\ Man On 



the Moon illustrates this unique per- 
sonality by tracing Andy's rise from 
a relatively unknown nightclub comic 
to a big-time comic celebrity and 
finally to his battle with lung cancer. 
All the famous Kaufman bits are here: 
his dead-on Elvis impersonation, his 
lip-synching of Mighty Mouse dur- 
ing the first-ever Saturday Night Live, 
his life on Taxi as Latka, his six-year 
career as the Inter-Gender Wrestling 
Champion (re: he wrestled women), 
his confrontations with Jerry Lawler, 
as well as his continued bits as Tony 
Clifton, an obnoxious Vegas lounge 
singer. 

Man On the Moon's director 
Milos Forman, who in the past has 
brought us such great films like One 
Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest and 
The People Vs. Larry Flynt, does a 
perfect job of balancing Kaufman's 
insane brilliance with his bizarre per- 
sonal life. While Andy's childhood 
is skimmed over in a matter of min- 
utes, leaving us with little clues of 
what caused him to become the in- 
sane comic that he was, the rest of his 
life is dealt with in such a way to 
show exactly who he turned out to be. 
Critics have slammed the movie, com- 
plaining that it doesn't give adequate 
insight into why he did what he did, 
but I would argue that they just 
weren't watching closely enough. 
Andy would play a joke on twenty 
million people even if it was only 
funny to himself and his best friend. 
He mixed his life and his practical 



jokes so thoroughly however that he, 
in a sense, losthimself, having blurred 
the lines between act and actual. 

The acting is without ques- 
tion Oscar-Caliber. Watching Jim 
Carrey slip into Kaufman's skin is 
like witnessing a seance. It's not Jim 
Carrey playing Kaufman; it's 
Carrey's body possessed by the spirit 
of Kaufman. The Academy snubbed 
Jim by not even nominating his per- 
formance in The Truman Show, but I 
guarantee they will not do the same 
thing again this time around. Paul 
Giametti {Private Parts , The Truman 
Show) does a great job as Kaufman's 
partner- in-crime and best friend Bob 
Zmuda, who helped him figure out 
his capers. Courtney Love was rel- 
egated to a bit part as Carrey's girl- 
friend Lynne Margolies, but contin- 
ues to shock me with her astounding 
ability to act extremely well, no mat- 
ter how small the role she's given. 
The oddball in this ensemble is of 
course Danny Devito, who acted 
alongside the real Kaufman as Louie 
on Taxi. As members of the original 
Taxi cast make some appearances 
(except Tony Danza for some odd 
reason. ..not like he ' s got better things 
to do these days), although they look 
extremely aged, do set the Taxi pe- 
riod very well. The funny thing is 
that Devito doesn't appear as him- 
self, but rather as George Shapiro, 
Kaufman's manager. He does a pretty 
good job of showcasing the appropri- 
ate emotions of alternating admira-

tion and dismay towards Kaufman's 
antics, but it still feels like a really 
bizarre casting move. 

All in all, Man On the Moon 
is one of the best movies of the year 
and by far the best perfomance of Jim 
Carrey's career. The whole movie, 
even right up to the ending, is a cel- 
ebration of the eccentric comic that 



was Kaufman, and is extremely en- 
joyable even to those who know noth- 
ing about the man. While the movie 
manages to live and breathe the very 
essence of Kaufman, with Carrey pro- 
viding the body and Forman provid- 
ing the spirit, it is doing very badly 
commerically... but somehow, I think 
Andy would have approved.

Watching the Oscars last 
year, I damn near had a heart attack, 
twice, as two of my all-time favorite 
comedians stepped onto the stage as 
presenters at different points of the 
evening: Canadians Mike Myers and 
Jim Carrey. While Myers hasn't ex- 
actly done anything which could re- 
motely be considered Oscar- worthy, 
Carrey surprised the movie- vie wing 
public last year with his touching 
turn as Truman Burbank in the much 
talked-about The Truman Show. For 
a guy whose previous movie experi- 
ence included playing characters who 
try to get laid (Once Bitten), talk out 
of their butt (Ace Ventura) and bite 
people's genitals (Dumb and 
Dumber), this proved to be a transi- 
tional movie. Don't believe it? I dare 
you to watch Carrey's newest movie, 
Man On the Moon (reviewed on 
page 1 7) and not come away from it 
with the impression that Carrey's 
acting style has most definitely ma- 
tured. His performance as the late 
Andy Kaufman is so astounding that 
the Oscar buzz for his potential nomi- 
nation for Best Actor started before 
the movie had even finished filming. 
As the nominations for the 1999 Acad- 
emy Awards won't be announced 
until February 15th, no one knows 
for sure if Jim "Rubberface" Carrey 
will actually receive the nomination, 
which he was denied for his turn in 
last year's The Truman Show. I 
would argue, however, that he with- 
out question deserves the nomina- 
tion, and this is why. 

Why He Deserves 
The Nomination 

When you mention the name 
"Jim Carrey" in most any given cir- 
cle of people, the general reaction 
will either be "Yeah! I loved Ace 
Ventura!" or "Oh, you mean the guy 
who talks out of his butt". Most 
people have yet to associate Carrey 
with the great performance that he 
pulled off in The Truman Show 
which proved that yes, in fact, the 
man CAN act. Despite what his 
checkered comic past might lead you 
to believe, Carrey has talent, and lots 
of it. His talent went unrecognized 
last year however, as the Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and Sciences 
chose not to nominate him for the 
Best Actor award. This brings me to 
the first reason that Carrey should be 
nominated for his performance in 
Man On the Moon: the snub factor. 
Many Hollywood actors and direc- 
tors whose movies have been snubbed 
(i.e. not nominated despite being in- 
credibly deserving) have often found 
themselves being nominated later on 
for movies which might be less-than- 
deserving. If you doubt it, then try 
and figure why Nick Nolte was nomi- 
nated last year, or why Burt Reynolds 
was nominated for Boogie Nights 
two years back. If you're still not 
convinced at this point, the Academy 
practically admitted to Carrey that 
they had openly snubbed him, and 
told him that he could be a presenter 
instead for any category he wished. 
Anybody who watched the Oscars 
last year saw just how unsatisfied 
Carrey was with the deal. If it's ever 
going to work for him, the plus side 
of the snub factor should be in effect 
for Carrey this year. 



What should be the most 
obvious and relevant argument for 
Carrey's nomination is his stellar 
performance in Man On the Moon. 
He sounded, looked and of course 
acted every bit as genuinely as Andy 
Kaufman himself Find a picture of 
the real Kaufman and compare it to a 
picture of Carrey's Kaufman and 
you'llbegintoseewhatlmean. While 
the movie might not have been com- 
pletely perfect, it's perhaps due to 
minor problems with the script and 
most certainly not with Carrey ' s per- 
formance. The Academy was able to 
ignore him last year as Truman, but 
they cannot do the same thing this 
year. His acting was so far above and 
beyond not only everything that he's 
ever done but as well as a lot of the 
actors in other movies this year that 
there is no way that he can be denied 
the nomination for Best Actor. 

Most people who argue that 
Carrey shouldn't even be nominated 
usually tend to bring up the fact that 
the role of Kaufman isn't much of a 
stretch for Carrey. "Kaufman was a 
stand-up comic, as is Carrey", they 
argue. The most obvious defense to 
this statement is that while yes, 
Kaufman and Carrey did at one point 
share the common career of stand-up 
comic, their styles and mindframes 
are so radically different that their 
shared career shouldn't even really 
be a factor. Kaufman was not 
reknown so much for his job as he 
was for his outlandish pranks, his 
bizarre and outrageous lifestyle and 
his schizophrenic-type public person- 
alities. He was not so much a comic 
as he was a performance artist. 
Carrey, though he was once a high- 
strung and unconventional comic, he 
was always recognized as just that: a 
comic. He himself felt that his per- 
sonality differed so greatly from 
Kaufman's that he stayed in charac- 
ter (either as Kaufman or Kaufman's 
alter ego, Tony Clifton) for the entire 
duration of the movie's shooting, in- 
cluding between filming. He even 
went so far as to ask for two trailers: 
one for Andy Kaufman, and one for 
Tony Clifton (much as Andy himself 
had done during his years on Taxi). 
My argument would therefore be if 
you can't believe me when I say that 
Carrey and Kaufman were suffi- 
ciently different for Jim to warrant a 
nomination, take it from Carrey him- 
self. 

Despite my reasons for be- 
lieving that Carrey should gamer a 
Best Actor nomination at the Acad- 
emy Awards this year, I also believe 
very fervently diat he will not win it. 
Sure, he deserves it, but there is so 
much going against him that there is 
no way that he will walk away with 
the statuette this year. Here are my 
reasons why. 



Why He Won't Win The Oscar 

While Jim Carrey was an 
exu-emely popular stand-up come- 
dian, his former life as a comic will 
only hurt his chances at winning the 
Oscar. When dealing with the Acad- 
emy of Motion Picture Arts and Sci- 
ences, the ivory tower full of folks 
who determine who wins and who 
doesn't, you have to take into ac- 
count the Comic Factor. This factor 
states that if an actor or actress has 
been a comic, as their primary pro- 
fession, less than seven to ten years 



prior to their nomination, there is no 
way they will win an Academy 
Award. Seeing as how only Tiyo, years 
ago Jim was making a living being 
the only white guy on In Living 
Color, the Comic Factor will defi- 
nitely take hold on him. In this same 
vein, I believe that the Academy be- 
ing who they are will make Carrey 
wait even longer for an Oscar win, 
considering they won't want some- 
body who only five years prior was 
talking out of their butt to win an 
award. 

Nobody takes kindly to in- 
sults, and the Academy is no excep- 
tion. This sorta makes you wonder 
what Carrey was thinking when he 
spent the entire last year trashing the 
Academy at every single award show 
that he appeared at. Oh sure, he 
might 've been bitter over his non- 
nomination... but if he seriously be- 
lieved that he stood a chance at walk- 
ing home with the Oscar this year, he 
might've done better to shut the hell 
up about it all. If the Snub Factor 
were to have any kind of sway over 
the Academy voters, their guilt would 
immediately be negated by their an- 
ger towards the constant stream of 
abuse that they've had to put up with 
at the hands of Carrey. 

Which of these things 
doesn't belong: Kevin Spacey, Tom 
Hanks, Jim Carrey. Yup, Carrey 
seems a little out of place in that list, 
and the Academy '11 think the same 
thing when Spacey 's name appears 
on the ballot for American Beauty, 
and Hanks' name appears for The 
Green Mile. While Carrey has defi- 
nitely given an Oscar-calibre per- 
formance, both Spacey and Hanks 
are previous Oscar winners, and the 
Academy has a thing for people who 
have established themselves in past 
years as class-A actors. Spacey and 
Hanks have already paid their dues. 
Carrey hasn't. Enough said. 

The last and final reason 
that Carrey will not walk away with 
the Best Actor Oscar this year is the 
exact same reason that the movie 
Man On the Moon is tanking at the 
box office: people hate Andy 
Kaufman. While die guy was defi- 
nitely a comic genius, he pissed off 
way too many people for a movie 
about him to do well, no matter how 
well-acted it might be. The Academy 
is generally known for being an up- 
per-crust conservative bunch, and 
most definitely wouldn'thave reacted 
very well to the mind-games that 
Kaufman constantly played with the 
public when he was alive. That being 
said, I honestly can't see them giving 
an Oscar to the person starring in a 
biographical picmre about a man they 
hate. 

All this might seem like a 
long-winded way of saying "Jim 
Carrey will be nominated for the Best 
Actor Oscar but won't win it", but I 
feel that the guy's going to be robbed 
of what's justly his. Don't get me 
wrong: Kevin Spacey was excellent 
in American Beauty, as was Tom 
Hanks in The Green Mile, but diey 
were nowhere even close to approach- 
ing the level of quality that was 
Carrey's performance. Canrey has 
pulled off a brilliant performance and 
deserves every bit of credit that is 
coming to him.. .not another snub- 
bing. One can only hope.

I know I retired as the Lambda 
wrestling columnist at the beginning 
of this year, but just like Roddy Piper, 
my retirement only lasts as long as I 
want it too. The reason I am writing 
this column this week is because I 
had a lot of people coming to me and 
disagreeing with Mick Foley as my 
greatest wrestler of all time. Now I 
have defended my choice, but after a 
month of review, I have to go back on 
my choice and crown a different wres- 
tler as the greatest. 

I thought about all the differ- 
ent aspects of professional wrestling, 
the two main federations and all the 
innovations over the years and 
through all those, one man rose to the 
top of the heap... Randy Savage. I 
swore I wouldn*t pick one of the 
mega-stars of wrestling as the great- 
est, but Randy Savage is different 
from Hogan, Flair, Goldberg and 
Austin. Savage is a real wrestler who 
was one of the innovators of pro 
wrestling as we see it today. 

Savage started it all. Hard- 
core, high-flying, testosterone fueled 
wrestling. Just look back over the 
years. No one used the top rope like 
Savage. He hit the flying elbow drop 
like no other, but if you think back to 
the early eighties, no one ever went 
off the top rope to the outside other 
than Savage with the Double Ax 
Handle. All the superstars of today 
with their aisai-moonsaults, suicide 
dives and other high flying moves to 
the outside have to thank the origina- 
tor. The only man with the guts to go 
to those lengths. And speaking of 
going to lengths. Savage is, in my 
view, the original hard-core wrestler. 

In 1985 he defeated Tito 
Santana using a roll of quarters 
stashed in his tights. From that point 
on Savage used every foreign object 
including the ring bell (against Steam- 
boat), chair shots, and the classic 
loaded fist. The fans hated him, but 
waited to sec what he would use next. 




Now it's common place to use all 
these objects, but Savage started the 
hard-core revolution about ten years 
before ECW even came to be. 

Savage was also the first man 
to use a female manager to his advan- 
tage as not only a sex symbol, but 
also as a distraction (George Steele 
loved her), a crowd pleaser, and even 
a human shield. Just think back a few 
years when the WWF tried to recre- 
ate the team of Savage and Liz with 
Marc Mero and Sable, but they just 
didn't add up. 

For years wrestlers just fought 
in the ring. They were brutes with 
muscles. Today there are different 
classifications of wrestlers and Sav- 
age would have to be considered a 
cross-over wrestler. He could take on 
the big boys (Hogan, One Man Gang, 
Andre), but he flew like the young 
stars of today. I don't think the WWF 
figured it out in time, but Macho Man 



was the real next-generation of wres- 
tling. Macho Man encompassed the 
technical skills of Bret Hart, the high 
flying skills of Shawn Michaels and 
the fan support of Hulk Hogan. 

No matter what point of pro- 
fessional wrestling you look at over 
the last twenty years. Savage was 
making his mark. He has held every 
WWF and WCW title there is and can 
still play the crowd as well as he did 
fifteen years ago. Wrestling would 
not have been the same without Randy 
"Macho Man" Savage. He took out 
Tito Santana, had the greatest match 
ever against Ricky Steamboat, de- 
feated four men to win the title in one 
night, beat Hogan at a Wrestlemania 
V, had a great cross over grudge with 
Ric Flair and lets not forget Gor- 
geous George. If there was one wres- 
tler in my mind that deserves to be 
noted as the greatest, it has to be 
Randy ''Macho Man" Savage.
